'KK/^HEREAS, certain arms belonging to the 
V ▼ State of Kentucky, intended for distribu- 
tion to the Home Guards, in counties of the First 
and Second Districts, under an allotment made by 
the Military Board, were lately siezed by lawless 
persons, and taken away from their place of de- 
posit in Mayfield: and it being reported to iqe 
that a portion of said arms have been distributed 
among individuals in Fulton county, contrary to 
law and the authority of the Military Board; and 
said Military Board having passed the following 
order: 

Military Board, Frankfort August 1, 1861. 

On motion of Gen. Dudley— 

Resolved, That his Excellency, the Governor, 
be requested to take such steps as he may think 
best calculated for the recovery of the public arms 
forcibly taken from Mayfield, and carried to Ful- 
ton county.

Now, therefore, I, BERIAH MAQOI’FIN, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, do 
now issue this my proclamation, commanding ev- 
ery citizen or other person within tho jurisdiction 
of this State, having in bis possession any arms 
or munitions thus unlawfully seized as above 
stated, forthwith to deliver up the same to the 
J udge of the Country Court of the county in which 
he resides, to be returned by said Judge to the

K^tolvedby thr General Aeeembly of the Common- 
wealth oj Kentueky, That tbo Senators elected to 
tho Senate of Kentucky, at the late August elec- 
tion, whose seats have been declared void by that 
body, be and they are beroby allowed the same 
per diem compensation, to the time their seats 
were declared vacant, and the same mileage, as 
other members of the Uenoral Assembly. And 
the Auditor of Public Accounts is Iiereby directed 
to draw his warrant on the Treasurer for tho 
amount respectively allowed them. 

The rule requiring joint rc.solutions to lie 
one day- on the table having been dispensed 
with, said resolution was adopted — veas, 92 
nays, 4. 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 

Mr. TEVLS, from the committee appoint- 
ed for that purpose, reported that the com- 
mittee had inlornied the Senate that the 
House was organized, and ready to proceed 
to business; also, that they liad, in conjunc- 
tion with a committee on the part of the 
Senate, waited upon the Governor, and in- 
formed him tliat hoth branches of the Leg- 
islature were organized, and ready to receive 
any communication he might have to make, 
and were informed by his Excellency that 
he would, in a short time, send in a message 
in writing to eacli House.

7'o i/ie Excellency, B. Magoffin, frankforl Ky. 

Tho Confederate troops that landed at Hickman 
last night did so without ray knowledge or con- 
sent, and, 1 am satisfied, without the knowledge 
or eonseut of the President. I have telegraphed 
to President Davis, urging their immediate with- 
drawal. ISHAM G. HARRIS. 

'The SPEAKER laid before the House the 
following telegraphic dispatch, viz: 

September 5, 1861. 

Cairo, 1861. 

To Speaker of House and President of Senate : 

I regret to inform you that Conlederatc 
force.s, ill considerable numbers, have inva- 
ded territory of Kentucky, and are occuiiy- 
ing and fortifying strong' position at Hick- 
man and Chalk Bluffs.

RESOLUTIONS.

Ilattlein AA’c.stprii A'irgiiiia — Floyd's Com* 
mnnd Utterly Uouted. 

By an arrival from Gauiey Bridge, we 
lehrn that an engagement took place some 
miles beyond that place on Sunday last, 
wliich re.sulted in tlie complete rout of the 
rebels, tinder Elovd, by the Eleventh Ohio 
and the Second Kentucky Regiments. Our 
informant left on Monday, and although 
is unable to give all of the particulars, there 
can he no question a.? to the truth regarding 
the battle and tho victory. 

It appears that the two regiments above 
named had been ordered to dislodge a small 
body of Secessionists, who had entrenched 
themselves some miles from Gniiley Bridge, 
and while on their way to the |ilace designa- 
ted, were attacked by Floyd, with two tiious 
and five hundred men. 

'The United Stales troops formed quickly, 
and commenced sucli a deadly fire, that tlie 
rebels were soon thrown into confusion, and 
tied from the field, leaving a large niimher 
dead and wounded. 'The pursuit was kept 
up as long as jiracticahle, when the fugitives 
threw aside their arfiis, in great numbers 
and sougiit mountain paths, and trails 
through the forests, until tliey were safe. 

About two hundred and eighty prisoners 
were taken, and a large quaiiitity of baggage 
and equipments fell into the liands of our 
troops. 'The Confederates oiUnuiiihered us 
in the start, by at least one-third, and their 
com plctejroiit evinces tlie superiority of our 
soldiers over theirs, in an open field. Our 
loss was trilling. 



Row -Among Intoxicated Soldier.s — Clos- 
ing OF ALL THE DriNKINO HoU.SES OF THE 
City. — Yesterday afternoon a piirly of intox- 
icated soldiers belonging to Sigei's regiment, 
lately paid off’, were making rowdy demon- 
strations in front of a beer house on Second 
street, near Plum, A fight was raised be- 
tween two ot the soldiers, around whom a 
large number were closely gathered, amT 
there was evident danger of a general row. 
-At this juncture of affairs Captain Pfeiffer, 
who was on Sunday last officer of the day at 
'Turner’s Hall, happened to pass, and seeing 
the fight ordered the conihalaiit.s to desist 
and tlie crowd to dis])erse. The soldiers, 
disregarding his authority, replied that they 
were not bound to respect him. and that he 
had no right to interfere with tliem. 

At this point a crowd of citizens were at- 
tracked to the spot, and fearing more seri- 
ous results, as well as to enforce Ills order 
already given, tho Captain sent to Reiidi’s 
garden for a squad of men, and at the same 
time sent to tlie Provost Mai'shal’s office, re- 
questing an order toelosc the saloon at which 
the row began. AAGien Major McKinstry 
received the request, he rode do« u immedi- 
ately to the scene, disper-sed tlie crowd and 
closed all the saloons in tho neighborhood. 
Immediately afterward he issued an order 
that all tlie drinking saloons of the city 
should he closed forthwith. Police were in- 
structed to enforce the order on tlieir respec- 
tive heats immediately. 'Thesiidden closing 
of all the drinking cstahlisliments. was a 
great suprise and mystery to the public and 
gave rise to a hundred rumors.

the expense be regarded, the public morals, 
or the claims of humanity. Few persons, 
except those who are compelled to eiicouu* 
ter the repulsive study of blue-book litera- 
ture. or who arc connected with the de- 
tection or piiuislimeut of crime, have any 
adequate idea of the magnitude of this evil, 
when viewed in any of these respect.s. 'The 
expense in our .State is becoming enormous, 
aud rapidly on ibc increase. It has grown 
from tbe sum of 8I3.S4.3 3.0 in 1S40, to $05,- 
102 02 in 1800. IVbilc this is true of tbe 
cost of conviction and confinement of tbe 
criminals in our State prison, it is also un- 
tortunatclv true that tbe great aim of the 
law. or, rather, one of the great aims of tbe 
law — the moral refinement of the convicts, 
has proved, under the late management of 
our penitentiary, almost a total failurd. — 
In the preamble to tbe law creating tbe 
penitentiary sy.stein, and abotisbiiig capital 
punishment for minor oft'cnscs, passed by tbe 
la'glslature of Kentucky in 1798, the fol- 
lowing propositions arc set forth : “That 
whereas, it frequently happens that wicked 
and dissolute men, resigning tbeiiiselvos to 
the dominion of inordinate passions, com- 
mit violations on tbe law.s, liberties, and pro- 
perties of others; and tbe secure enjoyment 
of these having laincipally induced men 
to cuter into society, goveriimcnt would be 
defective in its principal purposes were it not 
to restrain such criminal act.s by inflicting 
due punishment on those who perpetrate 
them; blit it appears, at tbe same time 
equally ilediicable, from tbe purposes of so- 
ciety, that a member thereof, committing an 
inferior injury, does not wholly forfeit tbe 
protection of bis fellow citizens; but after 
sufl'eriiig punisbnieiit in proportion to bis of- 
fense, is entitled to protection from all great- 
er sntTcrings; so that it becomes tbe duty of 
tbe Legislature to arrangt, in a proper scale, 
the crimes which it may be neces.sary for 
them to repress, and to adjust thereto a cor- 
responding gradation of punishment. And 
wbefea.s, tbe reforinaiion of ort'enders — 
ah object highly meriting the attention of 
tbe laws— is not cfi'ecteJ at all by capital 
pniiisbment, which is exterminaeing instead 
of reforming, and should be tbe last melan- 
choly resource against those wbo.se existence 
is become inconsisteni with the safety ol 
their fellow-citizens; which also weakens 
tbe .State by cutting oft’ so many, who, if re- 
formed, might be restored sound members 
of society ; who, even under a course of la- 
bor, might be rendered useful to tbe com- 
munity, and who would be living and long 
conlinued examples to deter others from com- 
mitting the like ofTenses; ami, for as much 
as experience, in all ages ami conntrio.s, has 
shown that civil and sanguinary laws defeat 
their own purpose, by engaging tbe benevo- 
lence^of mankind to withhold prosecutions, 
to smotber-tostimony, or to listen to it with 
bins, and by iniroducting, in many instances, 
a total dispensation and immunity, under 
the names of pardon and benefit of clergy, 
and when, if the punisliment were only pro- 
portionable to the ifijitry, men would feel it 
tlieir inclination, as well as their duty, to 
see tbe laws observed; for rendering crimes 
and their punislimeiits tlierefore more pro- 
portionate to eacli other. Be. ilenaeled, d-c." 
Tlie above preamble, and tbe law wliicli fol- 
lowed, and wliicli, witli various amendments 
made from time to time, still exists, is the 
answer to tlic question — “for what purpose 
was tlie .Slate jicnitcntiary created ?’’

— Tbe distinct sclieme ol naturaliza- 
tion proposed by tbe Confederate Congress, 
and partly legislated by it, contemplates 
two results. Tliese arc : 

1. Tlie restriction of tlic riglit of natu- 
ralization in tlie Southern Confederacy to 
foreigners in tlie actual military service of 
llie Confederacy. 

2. -V discrimination in favor of tlie citi- 
zens of JIaryland, Kentucky, and Delaware 
(the riglits of Conlederale citizenship iiav- 
ing already been practically extended to Mis- 
souri.) 

Tlie first limitation, says the Ricliinond 
Examiner, lias already been enacted by Con- 
gress. For securing an exemption in favor 
of tlie Border States a bill is now pending in 
Congress. It provides a*ready mode of nat- 
uralization for tlie citizens of Marvland, 
Missouri, Kcntugky, and Delaware, wiio 
may wish to become citizens of tlie Confed- 
eracy, lint at tlie same time guards tbe priv- 
ilege by proper enactments. Tlic citizens of 
tlie border States eiuinierated above must not 
only disclinrge bis allegience to the United" 
States — he is also required to prove, by coni- 
petent testimony, tlie lact of domicile in tbe 
Confederaev.
